WORK DONE. 


Rev. W. B. Knight has preached at five out stations and two churches; 
has administered the Lord’s Supper twice, baptized three, preached six- 
ty-five sermons, attended forty-seven prayer meetings, visited fourteen 
Sunday-schoois and sixty-four families, and received six by letter. 

Rey. T. A. Reid reports forty weeks of missionary work. He has held 
one protracted meeting, received two by letter, preached at two churches 
and one out station, administered the Lord’s Supper twice, baptized 
fourteen, preached one hundred and nine sermons, attended forty prayer 
meetings, visited twenty-five Sabbath-schools and two hundred and eigh- 
ty-one families. 

Rev. T. J. Leary has preached at Woodville and Davis’ Shore—bap- 
tized at the first named church four, at the latter eighteen. 

Rev. C. S. Cashwell reports having preached at twenty-three churches 
and stations, one hundred and thirty-five sermons, ten baptisms, and 
about $250 collected in the field. 

Rev. W. M. Kennedy reports about forty days missionary labor within 
your bounds, baptized and received by letter thirty-five, organized a 
church at Maple Hill in Pender County, held a protracted meeting at 
Shaw’s school-house resulting in much good, visited some other points, 
and collected in the field his traveling expenses and $25. 

Rey. D. F. Aman reports having preached regularly at two churches, 
visited and preached at two churches and two out stations, and baptized 
five.

REPORT OF TRUSTEES WARSAW HIGH SCHOOL. 


In our report to your body, at its Annual Session, held with the church 
at Piney Grove, Sampson County, in October, 1879, we stated that we- 
had leased the entire school property to Rev. J. N. Stallings for ten years, 
beginning June, 1879, and ending June, 1889, at a yearly rental of $75, to 
be applied to the repair and improvement of the property. 

The sadly depreciated condition of the buildings and surroundings was 
such that during the first year the lessee was compelled to apply four 
years rent in necessary repairs. 

_ About the beginning of the present year, Rey. J. N. Stallings trans- 
ferred his lease to Rev. C. A. Jenkens, who, in turn, transferred the 
same, about the first of July, to Rev. W. M. Kennedy & Son, with a debt 
of $350 resting on the property from cause aforesaid—general deprecia- 
tion of buildings, &c. This debt, which the present Principals necessa- 
rily assumed, will prevent them from making but little if any improve- 
ment during the remainder of the term of the lease. f 

It is estimated that $250 are now required to put the necessary repairs 
on and about the property. 

The prospects of the school are truly encouraging. There are now sev- 
enty pupils in attendance, twenty-three of whom board in the Institu- 
tion, representing six counties. 

_ The Principals have two thoroughly competent and efficient assistants 
in their corps of instructors; others will be secured as the necessities of 
bab school sannd. 

_ Mr. D.S. Kennedy, Ph. B., is a graduate of the University of North 
Carolina, Miss L. B. Kennedy, a graduate of Raleigh Eobhin addy and Miss 
Estelle Armstrong, a graduate of Culpepper Seminary, Va. All mem- 
bers of the Baptist denomination, and thoroughly qualified as instruct- 
ors of the young, and are worthy of the confidence and patronage, not 
outy ot abe Baptists of the Eastern Association, but of every section of 

Slate. ‘ 

The discipline of the school is strict and firm, yet kindly and affection- 
ately administered — Especial attention is also een to tne moral and 
religious training of each pupil in attendance. 

y Instructions are given in English, Mathematics, Ancient and Modern 
Languages, Science, Music and Art. ‘lhe boarding department is under 
the immediate supervision of Rev. W. M. Kennedy and lady. Good 
board can be procured with them or in the village, from $8 to $10 per 
month. Brethren, this is our work, our Institution, and with a reason- 
able effort we can make it all its most sanguine friends ever anticipated.

Among the Creeks are Rey. W. P. Blake, Rev. Wm. McCombs and 


‘ Mrs. H. F. Buckner. There are thirty churches with a membership of 


twenty-five thousand. Among the Choctaws, Rev. A. F. Rooks, and 
Rey. Rk. J. Hogne are missionaries. Rey. Willis Burns and Rev. S. 
Lambright preach to the Chickasaws. Rev. Wesley Smith preaches to 
the wild tribes of the west. 

Florida, ‘Texas, Arkansas, and Louisiana, with their thousands, call 
for help. New Orleans, the great Southern seaport of the future, must 
have help. Churehes must be built. 

The colored pzople must have help in every way they need. 

ln view of the great facts before us, be it therefore 

Resolved, That this Association accept the apportionment made by our 
State Board and endeavor to raise it. This amount is $195, and it is de- 
sired that it be raised by the Ist of April. 

With reference to State Missions we feel that we could not do better 
than to adopt as our report bro. Ray’s ‘© What will we do?” taken from 
the Recorder. 

WHAT WILL WE Do? 

“* [have just made a close calculation of the liabilities of the State 
Mission Board—the amounts necessary to go up to the Convention out of 
debt,—and find them to be $2.200. Now ‘ what will we do ?? Will we all 
come up to the help of the Board and pay off this amount by the first of 
November or not? This is a very serious question. Upon it depend the 
operatious of the Board for tie next and many succeeding years. 

‘I believe that much of the suecess of our hoard, under God, for the 
past six years has been the result of our paying as we went. For that 
length of time the Board has studiously avoided making-appropriations 
which they could not meet. And the work has moved grandly forward, 
until instead of nine missionaries, we now have fifty-four, occupying im- 
portant fielus in almost every Association and section of North Carolina, 
trom the sea coast beyond the mountain tops. And not only so, but the 
last one of those ‘twenty-seven towns’ in the State without Baptist 
preaching has been occupied for Jesus. I say that I believe this success 
is largely due to the fact that from year to year we have paid all our lia- 
bilities. Now what will we do? 

“We cannot afford to give this State Mission work. which lies at the 
foundation of all our other beneficent enterprises a baekset. Weeannot 
atford to carry upadebt. It would cripple our efforts for years. In 
looking over the minutes of the Convention of ten or twelve years ago, 
this Board became very seriously embarrassed by a debt, which accumu. 
lated from year to year until it reached two thousand dollars. Asa re- 
sult operations were suspended and no missionaries were appointed, and 
the work stood still for months. What will we do now? Are we wil- 
ling to sea such a state of affairs again? I believe every Baptist in the 
State will answer, ‘No!’ 

“ Well. then, we must work, worK, WORK. If all will aid, it will be- 
come a light burden. Let some good brotber at every Union meeting 
take up a collection and send to bro. Montague immediately for State 
Missions. And let all the pastors in their churches take up a special 
collection for us. If you have already taken one, take another. This 
requires special work, and no good brother will object to a special effort 
for this work. 

“ The question now recurs, ‘ What will you do?’ What is done must 
be done by the first of November. JOHN E. RAY, Cor. Sec.

RULES OF ORDER. 

1. On the meeting of the Association, the Moderator of the preceding 
session shall preside until his successor is known. In case of his absence 
a chairman pro tem, shall be elected. : ye, 

; 2. Each ae ‘of the Association shall be opened with religious ex- 
ercises, to be conducted by whomsoever the presiding officer may hame. 

3. At each daily session, and previous to proceeding to business, the 
names of the delegates shall be called, and the proceedings of the previ- 
ous daily session read. rng 

4. "The members shall observe toward the officers and each other that 
courtesy which becomes Christians. ; eed 

5. nao member wishing to speak shall rise and address the presiding 
officer. He shall confine himself strictly to the question under conside- 
ration, and avoid personalities. f : 

6. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question with- 
out permission. : a 

7. E All motions seconded shall be definitely stated by the presiding of- 
ficer before discussion. : : : 

8. No motion shall be withdrawn after discussion. ee 

9. When a question is under discussion, no motion or proposition 
shall be received except to adjourn, to amend, to commit, or postpone to 
a definite time, which several motions shall have preference in the order 
in which they are stated. ; é : 

10. After a motion has been decided, any member having voted in the 

ajority may move a reconsideration. ; : 
ce No member shall absent himself during the session of the Asso- 
ciation without permission of the presiding officer, and no one shall take 
final leave of absence without the permission of the Association; and if 
any shall do so, their absence shall be noted in the minutes. _ 

12. All questions, except such as relate to the Constitution, shall be 


decided by a majority of votes. 
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13. The Association shall have the right to decide what subjects shall 
be admitted to consideration. 

14. The Rules of Order may be altered or amended atan y session of the 
Association by a majority of votes. 


CONSTITUTION OF THE EASTERN ASSOCIATION. 


ARTICLE 1. ‘This Association shall be denominated and known as the 
Eastern Association 

Art. 2. The object of this Association shall be the promotion of 
Christ’s Kingdom among men; and the means of accomplishing this 
Shall be in strict conformity to the New Testament. 

ArT. 3. This Association shall be composed of delegates chosen by 
the churches connected with it, each church being entitled to three del- 
egates, who shall be members of that church. 

ArT. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter certifying 
their appointment and communicating information relative to the state 
of the church ; Proviled. however, That when any church has prepared a 
letter and through inadvertence the letter fails to be presented, her del- 
egates may be received without its presentation. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator, Clerk, 
and Treasurer, who shall be chosen annually from among its members 
by ballot, by a majority of the members voting, and continue in office 
until their successors are elected. 

Ant. 6. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an observance 
of the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide all ques- 
tions of order, give his opinion on any question under discussion after 
others have spoken, and give the casting vote in ease of a tie. 

ART. 7. It Shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceedings of 
each annual session and superintend their printing and distribution 
among the churches. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds sent 
up by the churches, or collected during the session of this body, and dis- 
burse the same as ordered by the Association. He shall also make to the 
Association an annuai report of the condition of the Treasury. 

Art. 9. The Association shall appoint an Executive Committee of 
seven members, which committee shall have the superintendence of As- 
sociational Missions and Colportage. They shall have power to disburse 
all sums paid by the Treasurer of the Association for the objects under 
their charge, and during intervals between the meetings of this body to 
receive and disburse funds for those objects and to take such steps for 
their advancement as they shall deem advisable, and shall make an an- 
nual report to the Association of their doings. 

ArT. 10. The Association shall not maintain fellowship with any of 
the churches which neglect to preserve gospel order. 

ArT. 11. The Association may invite visiting and corresponding breth- 
ren ve seats, and,extend to them all the privileges of the body except that 
of voting. ; 

ArT. 12, The annual session of this Association shall commence on 
HT neadey after the first Lord’s day in October, at such place as may be 
chosen. 

Ant. 13. By appointment of the Association there shall be an Intro- 
ductory Sermon of a denominational character, and a Missionary 
Sermon. 

ArT. 14. This Constitution may be amended at any annual session by 
a vote of two-thirds of the members present.
